MAY ALCOHOL SALES ABOVE ’31 
AVERAGE; PRODUCTION AGAIN UP 


May figures for both or both sales and produc- 
tion of ethyl alcohol continued their 
sharp upward trend which has been 
maintained since September 1933. Sales 
for May broke through the 1931 aver- 
age of 100 to reach a figure of 101.5 
compared with 99.5 for April, and the 
index number for swodiuntiin advanced 
to 107.5 for May from the April figure 
of 104.6. At the present time, both pro- 
duction and sales are approximately 50 
per cent. above the comparable statistics 
for last year. 

The increase in the spread between 
the figures for sales and production does 
not necessarily indicate that the supply 
of alcohol is more than temporarily get- 
ting ahead of the demand, as production 
is usually stepped up at this time of year 
to prepare for heavy withdrawals of com- 
pletely denatured alcohol for anti-freeze.

LOW SURFACE TENSION MOST DESIRED 
IN ACTION OF COSMETICS 


The effectiveness of many toilet prep- 
arations and antiseptics depends to a 
large extent upon a low surface tension, 
according to a leading cosmetic chemist. 
Surface tension is the force which causes 
the molecules at the surface of a liquid 
to draw together. Roughly, it can be com- 
pared to a weak or strong surface film. 

Now, when a liquid is applied, to the 
skin for cosmetic or antiseptic effect, it 
should come into intimate contact with 
the entire surface and penetrate the 
pores deeply. Too high a surface tension 
prevents this action. The solvents used 
in the cosmetic industry vary consider- 
ably in this important property, but are 
rarely measured accurately for surface 
tension.

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IODINE SOLUTION FOR ANTISEPSIS TO 
BE INCLUDED IN NEXT U, S. P. 


A new iodine solution I has been adopted 
for inclusion in the forthcoming revision 
of the United States Pharmacopoei ia to 
provide a preparation which shall be 
used specifically for antisepsis. 

Iodine has long been used externally 
as a counter-irritant. Hlowever, the diffi- 
culty involved in the use of the official 
preparations is due to the fact that being 
intended primarily as counter-irritants. 
they are therapeutically contra-indicated 
for wound treatment, and when used for 
antiseptic purposes, their irr itating prop- 
erties prejudice users against iodine prep- 
arations for everyday use for antisepsis. 


_ The formula for the new preparation 
is as follows:

Potassium iodide 


Diluted aleohol U.S.P. q.s. to make 1000 ce. 


In determining the strength of this 
preparation preliminary bactericidal 
study of various strengths of iodine was 
made. A two per cent. solution was found 
to answer all practical purposes when 
compared with both other strength 
iodine solutions and also with popularly 
used commercial antiseptics. 

Also, after a close and careful exam- 
ination of many various solvents from 
the standpoints of irritation, penetration 
and stability, ethyl alcohol was found to 
be the most satisfactory solvent for 
iodine providing optimum conditions in 
respect to these factors.

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FRUIT JUICE FILTRATION METHOD FOR 
GENERAL LABORATORY USE 


The Research Laboratory of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange devel- 
oped a method for the large-scale labor- 
atory filtration of fruit juices which has 
been successfully applied to a variety of 
products, such as pectin solutions, tan- 
nin extracts and aqueous extracts of 
plant material. 

The filter consists of alternate layers 
of paper pulp and diatomaceous earth, 
resting upon a piece of muslin at the 
bottom of a Buchner funnel. Layers may 
be removed successively when the filter 
tends to clog.

The liquid to be filtered is agitated with 
an appropriate amount of ‘filter aid.” 
In order not to disturb the mat when 
pouring the mixture onto the filter, it is 
recommended to place a watch crystal 
in the center and to pour upon it. Filtra- 
tion is begun with only as much vacuum 
as is required to maintain a flow through 
the mat. Suction is increased gradually 
as the mat clogs. 

Extremely clear filtrates, and a rela- 
tively rapid rate of filtration, are claimed 
for the method. 


COD LIVER OIL AS A THERAPEUTIC 


Cod liver oil is reported to have defi- 
nite therapeutic qualities. The report, 
published as the result of three years 
experimental work with cod liver oil as 
a dressing for wounds, states that the oil 
when combined with other fats to make 
a semi-solid ointment, appears to speed 
up the healing of wounds. 

Whether or not there is any connec- 
tion between these results and the high 
concentration of vitamins A and D is 
not known although it is considered a 
possibility. 


N.Y. STATE ALCOHOL PERMITS 


Regulations have been issued by the 
New York State Liquor Authority re- 
garding the issuance of permits as pro- 
vided for in Section 91 and Section 92 of 
the Alcoholic Beverage Control Law

Diethyl Oxalate 


Diethyl Oxalate is an important 
alcohol-derived chemical produced by 
the conventional esterfication process 
using ethyl alcohol and oxalic acid 
with subsequent purification to the 
final quality by special equipment 
and technique. It is capable of use 
in many directions and at present 
enters into the three following major 
fields of application: 

1. As a dye intermediate for conversion 
into sodium ethyl oxalacetate (also pro- 
duced and sold by the U. S. I. C.) which 
is used in the manufacture of Tartrazine 
dyes.

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Methanel Is Not Fearsome 

Although no direct reason has been given 
by the Secretary of the Treasury for his 
refusal to authorize the use of methanol as 
a denaturant in alcohol for use as an anti- 
freeze and in industrial processes, it appears 
that the offictal’s attitude is wholly attribut- 
able to a feeling on his part that the possi- 
bility of poisoning by the drinking of de- 
natured alcohol must be avoided at all costs. 
The secretary seems to have been strongly 
impressed by the clamor, a few years ago, 
against “governmental murder” resulting 
from the imbibing of so-called “poison liq- 
wor.” This impression still persists, and as 
a consequence methanol “goes against the 
grain” of the secretary’s mind. 

The fears of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury with respect to the possibility of a 
“poison liquor” epidemic are not well found- 
ed. The reports of poisonings by methanol- 
denatured alcohol in the days of “smoke” 
and similar, cheap illicit beverages were 
greatly exaggerated. Many of the poison- 
ings are known to have been caused by 
other agents, and evidence of this has been 
presented to the Treasury Department. In 
denving the methanol industry the right to 
a legitimate market and denying many users 
of industrial alcohol the right to procure a 
product, the Secretary oft the 
Treasury places a most excessive value on 
the avoidance of discomftiting scare-heads 
in misinformed or irresponsible newspapers

more hazardous if mixed with nine parts 
of an innocuous liquid. The use of metha 
nol as a denaturant for aleohol would not 


make it easier for careless drinkers to get 
this “liquor.” The sale and use of metha 
nol-denatured alcohol could be surrounded 
with the same, efficacious safeguards that 
have been provided with respect to metha 
nol. This would prevent accidental, as well 
as careless, use of the denatured alcohol as 
a beverage. 

Illicit manufacturers and purveyors of 
alcoholic beverages have not for a number 
of years depended on the diversion anid 
conversion of industrial alcohol for their sup- 
ply. The records of the Treasury Depart- 
ment afford abundant evidence of this. 
those who operate a liquor business in vio- 
lation of the revenue laws now produce their 
own alcohol to a very large extent. , Some 
are supplied through the operations of 
smugglers of alcoholic liquors. Others know 
and patronize “independent” operators of 
moonshine distilleries. Bootleggers have 
lound it far easier and much more profitable 
to abandon the system adopted in the earl) 
days of the prohibition era. Consequently 
the danger from an unsuspected poison in 
: alcoholic beverage has become practically 
nil, 

Methanol is the only known denaturant 
that Is fully satisfactory in numerous in- 
dustrial uses of alcohol. As such it is an 
industrial necessity. And against its use 
as a denaturant neither legal nor logical 
‘pposition can be raised. There is nothing 
‘onvincing about statements such as ap- 
peared in the newspapers following the ofti- 
‘lal announcement that methanol was to 
be authorized as a denaturant. In the first 
place, it is not true that deaths from metha- 
nol poisoning increased deplorably follow- 
ing the advent of prohibition. Even though 
this were true, to use it as an argument 


against the use of methanol as a denaturant 
is no more logical than it would be to con- 
tend that automobiles should not be used 
because nobody had been killed by an auto- 
mobile before the automobile was invented. 
Outlawing the use of a thing because of in- 
efficiency in preventing its misuse is the bot- 
tom of defeatism. 

‘The industrial alcohol act is directed to 
the supplying of industrial needs. Industry 
needs alcohol denatured with methanol, and 
can be trusted to do its part to prevent mis- 
use of the material. The officials of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue were convinced 
—if they needed to be —in the hearing July 
19 that the restoration of methanol-dena- 
tured alcohol was necessary, desirable, and 
safe. The chemists of the bureau know the 
unique value of methanol as a denaturant. 
They know also the extent to which meth- 
anol-denatured alcohol might present a pub- 
lic hazard. With this knowledge, the bu- 
reau recommended that the use of methanol 
as a denaturant be authorized. 

The law is behind this recommendation 
The needs of industry also are behind it. 
Against these—to all appearances—stand 
only the unwarranted fears of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. It is greatly to be desired 
that the secretary get full information in the 
matter, and this should be attended to at 
once by the industries concerned. The 
freest use of methanol-denatured alcohol can 
be made safe bevond any trepidation

The formulation of this program cannot 
be left wholly to government. Business 
knows what it can do and what, having 
demonstrated its willingness and its ability, 
it should be permitted to do. The govern 
ment know things. The 
knowledge of them possessed by a good|\ 
part of business is cither inadequate or un 
sound, 

It is imperative, therefore, that business 
immediately set about the formulation of its 
recovery program, constructing it of sound 
material, for the ideas of self-seeking prac- 
ticalists can offer nothing to give them pref- 
erence over those of visionary theorists. 
The government cannot be expected to ac- 
cept and to further business spending in 
advance of any knowldege of the nature of 
the spending. It should not be expected 
to encourage a substitute plan that offers no 
more promise of real relief than can be 
found in the often-repeated declaration that 
it is most necessary to preserve without ex- 
ception the principles, policies and practices 
of other days, many of which have been 
patently destructive. With that attitude 
the large majority of business is not in sym- 
pathy.

With a sound recovery program at least 
clearly outlined, business will have some- 
thing to offer constructively. Business can 
formulate such a program. It should insist 
upon consideration for such a program. It 
should have its voice in the government 
under which it must exist, the cost of which 
it must defray. Business must be allowed 


the right of collective bargaining with the 
President of the United States and his asso- 
ciates in the very important enterprise 
whose management is in their hands. 

Business is the governed group of the 
people of the United States. From the ranks 
of business have been drawn, long ago in 
many instances, the majority ot the govern- 
ing groups. The selection of the members 
of these latter groups has been made with 
the consent of the governed: for that is the 
precedure in this democratic form of govern- 
ment. In a democracy, as the governed 
consent to be governed, thus are they gov- 
erned. 

Graft, waste, inefficiency, and other mal- 
feasances and misfeasances in office exist 
solely because grafters, wasters, and the in- 
efficient have been placed in office and are 
‘etained in office. It is true that, with 
respect to many administrative positions, 
the selection of personnel is not by direct 
vote of the governed, But, in most such in- 
stances the confirmation of the selections 
rests with directly elected representatives 
of the governed. So, the shortcomings of 
the governing group are to a great extent 
the direct and natural result of failure on 
the part of the governed to function 
properly in the opportunities of seli-govern- 
ment.

So, the responsibilities of busi- 
ness are clearly the mutual service of the 
interests of producer and consumer. Para- 
doxically, this is also a selfish service. Its 
satisfactory performance constantly pre- 
sents the problem of balancing the two in- 
separable and interdependent selfish inter- 
ests. Business is self-supporting. It must 
live on its own resources. It must feed it- 
self—and such parasites as it permits to 
exist at its expense—for there is no other 
agency to feed it. 

When this truth is fully appreciated the 
ever-present problems of business, and those 
also which recur with discouraging tre- 
quency, will be almost solved. There will 
remain only the necessity of applying the 
knowledge thus acquired to the policies and 
practices of business and of demonstrating 
that business has the ability and the integ- 
rity essential to the efficient and satisfactory 
performance of the still gigantic task of re- 
storing economic stability in the United 
States. 
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Clear Thinking Needed 


To the Editor, 
OIL, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER. 
Sir:— 

Just a few lines of appreciation of 
some of your editorials, and especially 
that in the August 6 issue on “Prac- 
tical Advice for Recovery.” 

Editorials of this kind should pro- 
duce clear thinking, or at least more 
clear thinking. During times like 
these, editorials such as these should 
be commended by vour readers, or if 
the readers do not agree with them, 
they should comment upon them.

It was repealed by the same element 
that is now trying to correct some of 
the abuses in business, which should 
be corrected, and the objectives of the 
administration are _ fine, but’ the 
fanatics are influencing the temper- 
ance people again, to bring about a 
condition similar to what was brought 
about under the ~rohibitory amend- 
ment—and it will fail. It is to be hoped 
that it will fail and get out of the 
picture, rather than create a dictator 
to enforce some of these things, the 
same as the fanatics hoped to have a 
dictator to enforce prohibition upon 
all, thinking that they had the support

Wholesale Drug Code 
Draft Sets 40 Hours

Retail Code Amendments 
Will Be Heard Aug. 27 


Proposed modifications of the retail 
code of fair competition, submitted to 
the National Recovery Administration 
through the code authority, will be 
considered at a public hearing August 
27. The hearing will be in charge of 
Harry C. Carr, deputy administrator, 
in room 2062-66, Department of Com- 
merce building, Washington. 

One proposed amendment would 
broaden the exemption from the max- 
imum hours provision so as to include 
not only executives but “professional 
persons.” 

Another would prohibit the giving 
of any article, free of charge, when 
delivery is conditioned on the outcome 
of some game of chance or a contest, 
unless that contest does not violate 
the lottery or gambling laws of the 
State or the United States. The pro- 
posed amendment would also provide 
that, when a contest is held, the rules 
be clearly defined and adhered to: 
that the determination of the winner 
be on merit and not chance; that the 
judges be competent and disinterested 
persons, and that all employees of the 
establishment and members of their 
families be barred from competition.

Administrative Detail Too Much 
For ‘One Man—Court 
Backs Code Plan 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16, 

Plans for the probable revision of 
the NRA to facilitate the permanent 
administration of its codes were dis- 
cussed by Administrator Hugh S. John- 
son at his press conference this week. 

The administrator advocated the es- 
tablishment of a board to direct the 
NRA and of a separate agency to rec- 
oncile differences in antitrust law opin- 
jons between Federal establishments. 
Administration of the recovery act has 
reached the place where it is not a 
one-man job, he declared, explaining 
that no one person can possibly keep 
in touch with the details of all that is 
going on in the many industries, even 
though the administration realized its 
hope to reduce the 500 codes to 250 by 
coalescence, 

Explaining that it is his désire for 
industry to be self-governed as much 
as possible, the administrator declared 
that it is nevertheless necessary to 
have &@ government representative on 
every code -authority ‘to -see-that the 
public is not exploited. 

Although he has not decided on his 
recommendations as to the make-up of 
the proposed NRA _ governing board, 
Administrator Johnson said that it 
would contain specialists on various 
problems. He dismissed the suggestion 
that cabinet members should serve, be- 
cause their time is too much taken up 
with other matters. He declared that 
if President Roosevelt so desires he 
wil remain as chairman of such a 
hoard, but added:—“T am not trying to 
save a place for myself.” 

The proposed board would give its 
uttention to matters of poliecv, while 
dministration would be centered in 
the hands of one officer appointed for 
that purpose, eceording to the Ad- 
ministrator’s plan. 

The Administrator :.dmitted that a

hte desirable to make the NRA 
permanent. The present proposed 
plans will have to be approved by 


Congress, he said, but he does not see 
any reason why the reorganization 
should not get under way before 
Congress returns. He said he would 
discuss the program with the President 
shortly, 

The NRA registered another legal 
victory as the Federal court in Seattle, 
Wash., dismissed a suit brought to en- 
join enforcement of the price provi- 
sions of the retail solid fuel code. This 
action was instituted against the 
United States Attorney, the State NRA 
compliance director, and his executive 
issistant, August &. The district judge 
lenied the injunction sought and dis- 
missed the bill of complaint on the 
urisdictional ground that the plaintiff 
ad failed to exhaust the administra- 
lve remedies provided by the code 
which stipulates that, after mininiur 
prices have been established as an 
emergency measure, the national or di- 
visional code authority on its own ini- 
Native or at the request of any inter- 
sted party, may review and modify 
existing price and cost determinations. 

The dismissal of this suit, the NRA 
sald, established that, before court pro- 
ceedings may be instituted attacking 
code provisions, the party claiming a 
snevance must first exhaust the ad- 
ministrative review provided by the 
administration for his protection. This 
fas been the position consistently urged 
nthe courts by the NRA Litigation 
Division. 

During the two weeks ended August

Cottonseed Association 


Denies F.T.C. Charges 


Price Reporting Service Held 


Necessary and Not a 
Bar to Trade 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17, 193 


The National Cottonseed Products 
Association, through its president, T. 
H. Gregory, Memphis, released copies 
here today of a formal answer filed 
by the association before the Federal 
Trade Commission in the commis- 
sion’s complaint against the associa- 
tion, the Texas Cottonseed Crushers 
Association. and the Oklahoma Cot- 
tonseed Crushers’ Association. The 
complaint alleges a conspiracy to 
hinder competition. in -the purehase of 
cottonseed throughout the Southern 
States and to fix the prices paid for 
that commodity. 


The association emphatically denies 





*that-it' has been engaged in any com- 


bination or conspiracy for the pur- 
pose or with the effect of restricting 
or restraining competition in the pur- 
chase of cottonseed. The answer de- 
clares:— 

The utmost competition has consistently 
and continuous'y prevailed in the buying 
of cottonseed and the selling of cotton- 
seed products, and this competition has 
been ruthless and severe, which is in- 
tensified by a 60-percent over-capacity of 
crushing facilities, and this has resulted 
in the payment generally of higher prices 
for seed than would enable the majority 
of the mills to derive any profit from 
their operations. This severe and unre- 
strained competition has resulted in de- 
pleting the capital assets of a substantial 
number of the mills and has generally 
tended to impair the operating efficiency 
of a business vitally essential to the wel- 
fare of Southern agriculture. 

The reply contains data on operating 
costs of a substantial majority of the 
mills during five seasons from 1927-28 
to 1931-32, and shows that of the total 
revenue from the sale of cottonseed 
products the mills during this five- 
year period returned to the cotton- 
growers a total of $650,000,000, an 
average of $26.37 per ton, to the seed 
merchants or the intermediary han- 
dlers between the producers and the 
mills, a total of $112,000,000, an average 
of $4.52 per ton, while the mills them- 
selves suffered a net loss of $371,845." 


Price Reporting Necessary 


In a somewhat lengthy review of the 
basic economics of cottonseed and of 
the functioning of the industry, the 
commission is reminded that there is, 
not now and never has been a com- 
prehensive public market reporting 
service on cottonseed prices and values 
based on government or public grades. 
The answer further states that cotton- 
seed has always been bought and sold 
in highly decentralized markets with- 
out sufficient information about its true 
market value, and points out that un- 
der such conditions dissatisfaction as 
to the price the seller receives will be 
the characteristic result, even though 
the processor may be buying seed at 
a price which represents a loss on his 
conversion operations. 

The review relates how the associa-

able market price reporting plan and

Mr. Gregory declared here today:

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Methanol Banned as Denaturant Because 
Morgenthau Fears ‘Poison Liquor’ Onus 


Postponement of Action by Secretary of Treasury 
Attributed to Personal Views—Attitude 
Likely to Last for a Time 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16, 1934. 


The action of the Treasury Department in refusing to permit the use of 
methanol as a denaturant in completely denatured alcohol was entirely the re- 
sult of the personal fear of the Secretary of the Treasury, Henry Morgenthau, 
jr., that the department might be blamed for deaths resulting from drinking 


poison liquor of any kind. 


This became apparent when it was learned that the secretary acted contrary 
to the recommendation of all his subordinates, when he announced August 10 
that the matter of methanol as a denaturant had been “postponed indefinitely”. 

It was also apparent that “indefinitely” means a long period of time in the 
mind of the secretary; for, while officially the matter is still before the depart- 
ment, it is unlikely that there will be any more definite action in the near 
future, so that the postponement is tantamount to a denial of the request for 
methanol denaturant for this year, considering the advanced season for placing 


antifreeze orders.

Impressions and Words Required 


To Be Truthful—Bases 
Of Claims Asked 


Ethical principles of package medi- 
cine advertising have been outlined in 
the first report of the Proprietary As- 
sociation’s advisory committee on ad- 
vertising, issued August 16 by William 
Y. Preyer, chairman. 

The committee has spent more than 
two months in the study of advertis- 
ing policies and practices in prepara- 
tion for the formulation of a plan «f 


‘control, A request has been made ‘oo 


members of the association to send in 
their advertisements at once for exam- 
ination, 

The committee, according to Mr. 
Preyer, has taken the broadest pos- 
sible ground in interpreting the term, 
“truth in advertising.” On this inter- 
pretation it has laid out the procedure 
of its functioning. In its definition of 
principles to be applied in advertising, 
the committee says:— 

Pictures, as well as words, must con- 
vey a truthful impression; the common 
understanding of words as well as their 
dictionary definitions must be considered. 
The total impression of an advertisement 
must be truthful, as well as its individual 
words and sentences. Advertisers must 
reveal the ingredients on which their 
claims are based. 

The whole advertisement must be in 
good taste. Testimonials must be honest- 
ly secured, and must not be contrary to 
what can reasonably be expected of the 
product. There must be no unfair re- 
flection on other products. 

Allowance must of course be made for 
the natural enthusiasm of the advertiser. 
The committee and its secretary do not 
intend to make hard and fast rulings, 
but rather to operate as a court of com- 
mon giving constructive sugges- 
tions. 

At the same time, we have reason to 
believe that our advice will be taken very 
seriously both within and without the 
association. We hope to extend our ac- 
tivities beyond our own membership, to 
guard against any possible unscrupulous 
action by others, that might damage the 
public interest and react against our in- 
tire industry.

In addition to giving counsel on ad- 
vertisements voluntarily submitted, the 
committee will act on complaints re- 
ceived regarding advertisements. It 
is empowered to employ both legal and 
technical counsel to guide its decisions. 
It expects to act in co-operation with 
sovernmental agencies and with the 
better business bureaus, as well as with 
the various advertising interests.

When the secretary was reminded 
that the trade does no like these de- 
naturants, and that they have a bad 
smell, he said:—“Thats up to them 
It would smell a lot worse if we killed 
a few people. That sort of thing 
went out the fifth of December.” Then 
he added with a laugh ‘The fact is 
that wood alcohol goes against the 
grain with me.”

Britain Buys More U.S. Chemicals 


Interchange of chemicals between 


the United Kingdom and the United 
States was larger in the first half of 
1934 than in the first half of 1933, ac- 


cording to statistics compiled by Alred 
Nutting, of the consulate general, Lon- 


don. Among the individual items im- 
ported from the United States into 
the United Kingdom in_ increased 


quantities in 1934 were sulphur, rosin, 
turpentine, and carbon black. Of the 
exports to the United States from the 
United Kingdom, creosote oil ship- 
ments more than doubled. Although 
other gains were made, details are not 
available. 


Arsenic Trade in 1933 


Production Drops to Smallest 
Tonnage Since 1926 


Production, of arsenious oxide (white 
arsenic) in the United States in 1939 
dropped to 10,650 short tons, the smalj- 
est quantity since 1926, according to 
a report of the United States Bureay 
of Mines. Approximately two-thirds 
7,181 tons, was refined, and the re. 
mainder was crude. 

Sales of refined and crude arsenic 
amounted to 11,797 tons, valued at 
$636,132. Approximately 75 percent, op 
8,768 tons, was sold as refined white 
arsenic, for $489,549, and the remainder 
was sold as crude arsenic, for $146,539 

Price of white arsenic, delivered at 


New York in barrels, remained at 4 
cents, this quotation having been . 
fixture since 1927. The average re. 


ceipts actually obtained from sales py 


producers in 1933, as reported to the 
Bureau of Mines, were 2.80 cents per 
pound for refined and 2.40 cents for 


crude arsenic. These prices do not in- 


clude freight. The averages reported 
in 1932 were 2.67 and 2.28 cents, re. 


spectively. 

Imports of white arsenic in 1939 
rose to 10,583 short tons, valued at 
$512.542. the highest figure since 1994 
in 1932, only 6,882 short tons valued 
at $357,991 were imported. Imports 
from Mexico, which formerly furnished 
the bulk of foreign arsenic used in the 
United States, showed a gain of a fey

The market for the coaltar chemicals 


was a quiet affair during the week 
Just ended. Consumers in all direc- 
tions were slow in ordering out ma- 


terial as ai result of the seasonal 
slackening in production schedules. 
On the other hand, this slowing down 
in buyire was offset to some extent 
by the further slackening in the out- 
put operations at the by-product ovens. 
Consequently a firm tone continued 
for toluol, solvent naphtha and xylol. 
Intermediates and continued

Contraction in demand was noted 
for toluol as a result of the tapering 
off in output schedules in the automo- 
bile industry. Estimates on the

reach 240,000 unit mark for the same 
month last year. But the letdown in 
demand for toluol was more than off- 
set by the curtailment in the output 
at the by-product plants, with the re- 
sult that price position continued un- 
changed. Likewise a slowing down 
was reported for solvent naphtha and 
xylol, but there was inquiry sufficient 
to give the market a decidedly firm 
appearance, influenced by the light 
production, 

An extremely quiet week was re- 
ported in the market for crude naph- 
thalene, but prices held firm, with a 
portion of the firmness due to the 
fluctuations in the monetary exchange 
rates. Buying of the flake and ball 
items continued slow, with prices 
barely steady. The trade was looking 
forward to the 1935 prices which are 
usually announced in September. De- 
mand for benzene was extremely slow, 
but no change was disclosed in the 
open market quotations. Iron Age re- 
ported that steel mill operations were 
at 22 percent of capacity, the lowest 
level reached for the current year. 
The previous low level of 23 percent 
was registered in the first week in July. 
Iron Age further reported that the steel 
trade has abandoned hope for any 
appreciable betterment in orders dur- 
ing August. Shipments of anthracite 
in July as reported to the Anthracite 
Institute amounted to $2,978,879 tons. 
This was a decrease of 14.91 percent 
for July as compared with the June 
shipments of 521,245 tons. 

A slower call was also noted for 
cresylic acid, with no change in quo- 
tations. Major railroad systems and 
public utility companies were placings 
a narrower demand for creosote oil, 
but prices were well held. Phenol 
moved out in good volume at times 
Cresol was steady, and a firm tone 
was noted for coaltar pitch. Inter- 
mediates reflected the dull state ot 
conditions in the major consuming Iin- 
dustries, with the dark green shades 
featuring the color market from a de- 
mand standpoint.

Soda Sulphate Output 


Preliminary compilation of data col 
lecte? by the Bureau «ff the “encus «n 
manufactures in 1933 indicates that 
production of anhydrous sulphate of 
soda totaled 15,624 tons, valued at 
$264,616, and production of glauber’s 
salt (crystalline sulphate) was 37,000 
tons, valued at $560,066. The data on 
glauber'’s salt are incomplete, and al 
the figures for both salts are subject 
to revision, 

Production of anhydrous sulphate 
was doubled between 1930 and 1933, 
having been 7,609 tons, valued at $169.- 
717, in the earlier vear. Production of 
glauber’s salt was well below the 1931 
total of 48,899 tons, valued at $847,424. 

Ten establishments were producing 
anhydrous sulphate in 1933, against 6 
in 1931. The number of producers of 
glauber’s salt dropped from 20 in 1931 
to 18 in 1933.

Linseed Oil.—A steady tone prevailed 
in the local market for linseed oil last 
week although trade was rather slow 
much of the time, the attitude of con- 
sumers showing little change despite 
the bullish character of the recent 
government crop report which pointed 
to the smallest production of seed in 
this country on record. Oil was gen- 
erally quoted at 9.3c. per Ib. in tank 
cars with the usual differential pre- 
vailing for oil in cooperage. 

Fair withdrawals were reported on 
contracts but new business was dis- 
appointingly slow. A rather better 
inquiry was reported at some outside 
points but trade here was confined to 
small lots with the aggregate move- 
ment of such quantities unimportant. 

Developments in the Argentina seed 
market were followed with interest. 
Weakness in that center was attributed 
to beneficial rains. There was little 
change in the character of reports 
concerning the domestic crop. Further 
showers were reported in some sections 
but the moisture was said to be too 
late to be of benefit. 

Demand for cash seed continued 
g00d. The movement of new seed to 
market was on the increase in sections 
where heat and drought caused ab- 
normally early maturity. Exports from 
India last week included 264,000 bushels 
for the United States. Arrivals at 
New York amounted to 636,531 bushels 
of which 296,480 came from Bombay. 
Receipts here since January 1 from 
all countries have amounted to 11,- 
229,161 bushels. 

MINNEAPOLIS.—Aug. 17.—Sales_ in- 
creased some and buyers took larger lots 
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for deferred shipment. So far as local 
crushers are willing to admit there has 
been no contracting for important round 
lots for shipment from this market. A 
few tankear lots have been purchased 
and quite-a number of cooperage car lots. 
Warehouse business is fairly brisk. Most 
of the oil is wanted for shipment this 
year but some are buying for delivery up 
to next June as there is no increase in 
price over nearby delivery. Shipping in- 
structions are quite prompt on the aver- 
age and crushers are expected to increase 
operations slightly in the near future, if 
they can accumulate _ sufficient flax. 
Stocks of oil are getting low.

Cake and Meal.—A steady tone con- 
tinued to prevail in the market here, 
although no further changes occurred 
in prices.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 17.—Demand is 
easily broad enough to care for all of the 
offerings available and prices are on the 
rampage. Crushers are turning out a 
very meager supply and demand seems to 
have reached rock-bottom basis. There 
is more inquiry for deferred delivery and 
crushers are unwilling to make contracts 
because of prospective light production 
and prospective normal demand. Millers 
are buying steadily to fill out mixed car 
orders and country distributors are try- 
ing to pick up some small car lots. In 
all, the situation is very strong and prices 
have been advancing almost daily. 

Min- 
neapolis, 100-pound sacks, 37 percent pro- 
tein test, $43 to $44 per ton; 30 percent 
protein, $40 to $41 per ton. Shipments 
this week, 766,464 pounds. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—As buyers be- 
come more willing to enter the market for 
linseed meal, prices continue to work 
higher. Feeders are believed to be large 
potential buyers and an extremely firm 
position is being taken by most of the 
leading sellers, for either large or small 
quantities, Round lot business’ slow. 
Round lots, $34.50 to $35 per ton, mostly 
nominal; car lots, $35 to $36; less than 
car lots, $37 to $38. 


Cottonseed Oil 


A generally firm tone prevailed in 
local and Southern markets for cotton- 
products last week. Refined oil 
here showed irregularly on 
liquidation and hedge selling but the 
undertone retained firm and at one 
time prices were at a new high point 
for the current upward movement. On 
setbacks commission houses made pur- 
chases and outside public interest in 
the speculation still seemed to be in- 
creasing. A report from the Census 
Bureau showed that consumption of 
refined oil during the season just 
ended was about the same as in the 
previous season. 

Cottonseed Oil.—The market here for 
refined cottonseed oil futures con- 
tinued active last week. Prices were 
irregular, the market showing the 
effects at times of profit taking by re- 
cent buyers together with hedge _ sell- 
ing, though operations of the latter 
kind were not on a very extensive 
scale. On the whole the tone of the 
market was firm and in the opinion 
of some the technical position was im- 
proved by the liquidation of long ac- 
counts. 

At one time prices reached a new 
high point for the season. Outside 
public participation in the speculation 
seemed to be increasing, commission 
houses having orders on both sides of 
the market. Crude oil was firm in all 
parts of the South. -Offerings con- 
tinued light and bids were higher in 
some cases. Much of the oil carried 
over into the new season is said to be 
under the control of refining inter- 
ests which are strong financially. 

The monthly Census Bureau report 
showed that consumption of refined oil 
during the season ended with July was 
3,036,994 barrels against 3,055,866 bar- 
rels in the previous season and 2,912,- 
279 barrels two years ago. The visible 
supply decreased 280,000 barrels dur- 
ing July against a decrease of 250,000 
barrels in July last year. The total 
visible at the close of the season was 
1,876,700 barrels against 1,964,000 bar- 
rels at the end of the previous season.

Valerian.—Apparently the supply of 


this article produced in Belgium this 
year will cover trade requirements. At 
least, that was the recent advice re- 
ceived from the primary market.

Anise.—Hand-to-mouth trading was 


reported locally and the market lacked 
new developments.

Clove.—Spice continued to display 
strength here, and in the primary mar- 
ket and quotations still held their up- 
ward tendency. Very fair demand has 
been reported locally and the attempt 
to buy showed stocks to be conserva- 
tive in size. They are not likely to in- 
crease soon, . 

Ginger.—African ginger continued to 
be advanced in price because of scarc- 
ity of stocks here and abroad. The 
local market went to 744c. to 7%c. per 
pound. Jamaica ginger was higher on 
spot and for shipment because of de- 
crease in stocks available in Jamaica 
and because of a moderately better 
consuming demand on the spot. Quota- 
tions here became 21c. to 22c. per pound 
for bold; bright grinding, 17%4c. to 18c.;

Mace.—Strength underlay the market 
from all points of view and quotations 
continued to have an upward slant 
throughout the past week. Late in the 
period, Banda was priced at 54c. to 55c.

were backed by substantial buying of 
spot stocks. 

Paprika.—Local conditions changed 
little and Spanish goods had a fair 
eall, and prices were supported very 
well by the movement into consump- 
tion.

erate supply and the prices asked were 


far higher than those at which new 
crop can be obtained in the primary 
market. 

SZEGED, Hungary, Aug. 4.—Paprika 
fields have this year been favored by 
the very best weather that one can wish 
for. The damages wrought by noxious 


insects in*some parts of the plantations 


are confined to a negligible part of the 
Vast territory under cultivation. The 
plants are heavily laden with ripening 


pods and are fully covered with new blos- 
soms which promise a still more abund- 
ant second harvest. This has not occurred 
during many of the past years, and we 
may look forward both to a_ record 
quantity and excellent quality in the 
paprika of this year’s crop.

This was a natural de- 
velopment in view of the fact that the 
principal season for consumption by 
the beverage manufacturers is about 
at an end and hence from now on, 
sellers of lemon and orange will have 
to look to the extract and confection- 
ery trades as the principal outlets for 
their stocks. Prices held firm in all 
directions, 

Stocks of artificial mustard oil were 
substantially smaller than some had 
supposed. Prices were raised sharply 
by some dealers and all of them were 
asking quotations higher than those 
prevailing in the previous trading pe- 
riod. The replacement position was 
very firm.
